The evolution of a painting is, for me, a very direct process. Something I 
experience, even fleetingly, triggers a strong visual image in my mind. I 
daydream about that image for a day or for weeks. I may make a sim¬ 
ple sketch or two as a reminder. Finally I make a very direct drawing on 
the canvas and let the painting process develop the image to its com¬ 
plete state. The painting usually goes very quickly in a two step pro¬ 
cedure, general color over all and then a refinement of color, detail and 
feeling. 

My work is a deeply personal statement of some view-point of mine and 
contains a mythic attitude. The paintings are not meant to be primarily 
decorative. As I paint I dream-meditate-on the images and feel my way 
inside them emotionally and intellectually. Often I find I have several 
painting images circling in my mind waiting to be allowed on to canvas. 

Similarly, the portraits are a strong statement about my personal vision of 
the person before me, not reproductions in paint of the sitter's likeness. 
Primarily I want them to be powerful images and I paint them from vital, 
direct responses to the sitter from within my own personality.

An exhibiting artist for more than 20 years. In Ohio has shown annually in 
faculty exhibitions at The University of Akron; has been included in juried 
exhibitions at the Akron Art Institute, Canton Museum, Massillon Museum, 
Cleveland Museum of Art, and the Butler Institute of American Art. 


Before I knew I would become an artist I planned to devote my life to 
social reform. Actually I've never given up that need to involve myself in 
improving the lot of humanity, I have just transferred its expression to my 
painting. I am well aware of the pitfalls of such intentions. As a 
philosopher has said, "Art is not a sermon; the artist is not a preacher. Art 
must accomplish by indirection." So I remain as indirect as I can in the 
sense that my paintings are not simple narrative pieces. Although the im¬ 
ages I choose to include are there because they have a meaning for 
me, it is not necessarily a specific meaning. I give my viewers liberty to 
make their own interpretations. I have been told that my "symbolic" 
paintings are too personal for anyone else to understand. But I feel this is 
ever the challenge and the reward for the individual viewer-to enter into 
the creative thought processes of the artist. If the artist has expressed 
those thoughts harmoniously the effect will be humanizing whether or 
not a specific meaning has been revealed. 

As an artist I feel that my social function is to give form to the instinctual, 
intuitive thoughts that move us all so powerfully. I know that my ideas 
come from somewhere below the rational level of awareness. There is 
suddenly born in my mind some instinctive associations of images which 
become the basis for a work. However, once "content" is established 
aesthetic values take over. "Message" can never be more important to 
me than mode. I could not make art reduced to an ethical or 
sociological end. I am not finally interested in affecting the behavior of 
people exposed to my painting. Yet on the other hand, I feel a respon¬ 
sibility to arouse positive feelings-love, faith in the future, human 
brotherhood-as opposed to negative feelings-hatred of others and 
oneself, mistrust, fear.

My work at first glance is pure realism with much detail. On close ex¬ 
amination the viewer will discover an enigmatic or dream-like quality 
within a realistic setting or maybe a surprising combination of things. 

My paintings go through many stages from start to finish. They may 
begin with a sketch or photograph and as I work to develop the com¬ 
position I play a game called "What if?" Things can be put in or taken 
out or rearranged to make it more interesting. Finally the scene is not ex¬ 
actly as it was but the way it might have been in a dream or another 
time. 

I especially like to work with casein. It lends itself to scratching and scrub¬ 
bing. As changes are made textures build up. The soft matte finish close¬ 
ly resembles egg tempera.

My work does not have a specific directed meaning. It has to unveil itself 
to each in its own way. Therefore, this statement is more an articulation 
of my working process which strives to have the same give-and-take 
and undeterminacy of feverish involvement as one finds in the Abstract 
Expressionists. 


Although there appears in my painting a calculated, premeditated, and 
logical quality in terms of image and organization, this belies the true 
means of execution. The painting is initiated because of a chance en¬ 
counter with a personally (to me) appealing image-be it a person, a 
photograph of a person, flower or other image. In a sense I spend days 
looking for the right image upon which to build a fantasy. I place those 
photos which I feel necessary for a particular painting around me and 
begin with that image which in a sense is to be my "subject." After this 
initial stage is taken the painting seems to dictate itself. If all goes well I 
become completely absorbed and the less logically calculated the pro¬ 
cess the more successful the painting becomes. 

There seems to be a strong need on the part of the viewer to discover 
the symbolic or psychological intentions. Although I know there are hid¬ 
den implications and symbols, I am never fully conscious of their specific 
meaning. I do intend the paintings to contain certain "essential" 
psychological tensions but try to allow this to "happen" thereby reaching 
a subliminally unknown realm of myself. Because of the speed of execu¬ 
tion and my total absorption in the process when I stand back to con¬ 
template the painting, I am often surprised at the resultant juxtapositions. 

It is very important that the work contain "meaning"-one of a strong 
emotional impact, creating a certain magic or mystery which entices in¬ 
terpretation yet cannot be specifically pinpointed.
